British Foreign 
Secretary Selwyn Lloyd ex- 
pressed the opinion that the 
Russians were losing interest 
in summit talks. 

Lloyd suggested the public- 
opinion beating the Russians 
took at the United Nations Se- 
curity Council last week on 
the whole question of Arctic 
security had cooled the Krem- 
lin’s desire to face the united 
West in meaningful top level 
talks 

Fundamental Principle. 

Dulles emphasized that a 
Russian demand for parity—

Paul-Henri Spaak opened the 
three-day council meeting this 
morning with a warning 
against Soviet political, eco- 
nomic and psychological moves 
designed to weaken western 
unity.

“The western governments,” 
Bech declared, “have not re- 
jected out of hand the idea of 
a summit conference, but they 
consider that such a conference 
would not make sense unless 
the powers represented at it 
did everything possible to 
sweep aside the political ob- 
Stacles which have so far 
thwarted all attempts to or- 
ganize peace in Europe.” 

Warning against neutralist 
sentiments in the West, Bech 
declared: 

“Many minds, including some 
of the finest, are blinded by the 
very human fear of the atomic 
bomb—skillfully fostered by 
Soviet propaganda— tothe 
point of losing sight of reality 
and of being ready to sacrifice 
the security of their countries 
to their illusions.” 

The foreign ministers sat in 
a semicircle in the oak-paneled 
parliament chamber of Chris- 
tianborg palace.

The United States note gave 
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U.S. Reports Continued: Decline 
In Factory Employment in March 


Layoffs Are Highest and Hiring Rate 


Lowest in Automobile, Refrigerator 
and Machinery Plants. 


WASHINGTON, May 5 (UP) 
— Factory employment con- 
tinued to decline in March, 
Labor Department reports 
showed today. 

For every 1000 workers on 
their payrolls in March, man- 
ufacturing firms hired 23 per- 
sons and laid off 31—the low- 
est hiring rate and highest lay- 
off rate for any March since 
World War II. 

Layoffs were highest and 
hiring pickups were the small- 
est in the so-called hard-goods 
industries—automobile, refrig- 
erator and machinery manu- 
facturers. 

Fewer persons quit their 
jobs—6 per 1000—in March 
than at any time in the post- 
war period. 

One report said more than 
one-third of the nation’s 5,- 
198,000 jobless in mid-March 
were from mills and factories. 
Nearly one-fourth of the un- 
employed — 1,200,000 — came 
from the hard goods plants. 

In another report on “char- 
acteristi¢s of the unemployed” 
for Match, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported that: 

1. Laborers, semi-skilled 
workers and craftsmen had the 
highest rates of unemployment, 
considerably greater than white 
collar workers. 

2. The number of persons 
out of work 15 weeks or more 
increased by 300,000 to 1,400,- 


000 in mid-March. More than 
three times as many workers 
from hard goods manufacturing 
were out of work for this pe- 
riod as in March 1957. 

3. One out of éVery six Ne- 
groes and other non-white men 
were out of a job in March. 
They accounted for 700,000 of 
the unemployed. 

4. Men from 20 to 54 years 
old accounted for 2,800,000 of 
the jobless in March—more 
than double the year-ago fig- 
ure. 


Steel Production | Increased, 
First Time Since Early March. 


NEW YORK, May 5 (AP)— 
The steel industry, a major 
barometer of the economy, 
raised its production last week 
for the first time since early 
March. Another increase is 
estimated this week. 

The American Iron & Steel 
Institute said today steel mills 
last week ran at 47.8 per cent 
of capacity, turning out 1,289,- 
000 tons of ingots and castings. 
This compared with the output 
of 1,270,000 tons or 47.1 per 
cent of capacity the previous 
week. 

The institute said the in- 
dustry this week will produce 
about 1,350,000 tons of steel.

Similar Points in Bills. 


Both the Knowland and Mc- | 
Clellan bills stressed the im- 
portance of secret balloting on 
officers, strikes and contracts, 
and purported to give the rank- 
and-file greater control over 
the actions of their officers. 


They also proposed strict 
accounting to the Secretary of 
Labor on the handling of union 
funds, limitations on the dura- 
tion of trusteeships for locals, 
safeguards against collusion 
between union officers and 
employers and ‘ “loans” to 
union officers from union 
treasuries, 
Dave Beck, former president 
of the Teamsters, allegedly 
bilked his union of nearly half 
a million dollars. 

The Senators were the first 
witnesses in the hearings, 
which are expected to last 
about three weeks. 


There were indications that | 


the Knowland and McClellan 
proposals are too broad to win 
favor in all respects with a 
majority ‘of the subcommittee. 
Chairman’s Comment. 

Senator John F. Kennedy 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, the 
chairman, said as much to 
Knowland when he observed 
that, in his view, many of the 


Californian’s proposals “could | 


lead to greater’ instability, 
weaken unions and result in 
chaotic conditions.” 


He appeared particularly 
critical of Knowland’s sugges- 
tion that, on the petition of 15 
per cent of a union’s member- 
ship, the National Labor Re- 
lations Board would have to 
conduct referenda on a variety 
of subjects, ranging from recall 
of officers to upsetting their 
decisions in virtually all areas 
of their official duties. 


Kennedy also said he thought 
that Knowland’s plan to re-| 
quire 30-day notice to an em- 
ployer by a union planning to 
strike was “unnecessary.” 

However, Senator Barry Gold- 
water (Rep.), Arizona, an out- 
spoken critic of unions, de- 
fended Knowland’s bill assert- 
ing that “I don’t want the 
public to think we are going 
to sit here three weeks and = 
come out with a bill that says 
only, ‘thou shalt not steal’.” 


Chairman Challenged. 


Goldwater took issue with 
Kennedy's statement that the 
committee did not intend to 
conduct a full-scale review of 
the Taft-Hartley labor law and 
“all the problems it raises,” 
but would, instead, “focus our 
attention to the Administra- 
tion’s proposals and on the leg- 
islative recommendations of the 
McClellan committee.” 

These recommendations, 
which are embodied in a bill o 
which Kennedy is the sponsor, 
cover such issues as financial 


reports to the Government by | 


unions and union officers, 
trusteeships and democracy in 
unions affairs. 


Goldwater, who is advocat- | 


ing a law against agreements

The Freeholders’ Job 


With the appointment of a Metropolitan 
Board of Freeholders, St. Louis and St. Louis 
county in a sense have joined hands to solve 
the serious area-wide governmental problems 
that are impeding the well-being of this great 
metropolitan district. 

The Freeholder Board is a creation of the 
people of both jurisdictions, several thousands 
of whom signed the petitions that forced it 
into existence. The individual members of 
that body, nine from the city and nine from 
the county, were appointed under a prescrip- 
tion set down in the State Constitution by 
elected representatives of the people. A 
nineteenth Metropolitan Freeholder, a resi- 
dent of outstate uri, will be named by 
Gov. Blair. 

Membership on the board is fairly repre- 
sentative of metropolitan leadership. _In- 
cluded are six lawyers, one a leader of the 
city’s Negro community; three labor union 
officers, two industrialists, a professional 
politician, the mayor of a county municipality, 
a real estate dealer and a business admin- 
istrator, among others. Two members are 
women. The outstate member aside, the board 
is evenly divided politically, with eight Re- 
publicans, eight Democrats and two inde- 
pendents. 

Quite obviously some of the members do 
not come as highly recommended as others. 
And it is regrettable that the appointing au- 
thorities in both jurisdictions ignored the op- 
portunity of naming one of the participants in 
the $300,000 Metropolitan St. Louis Survey 
that identified the area’s problems and sug- 
gested cures. 

But granting this deficiency and the added 
fact that two or three of the members clear- 
ly seem to be the special representatives of 
special interest, still these factors are more 
than balanced by the substantial number of 
Freeholders whose records indicate they are 
men and women of ideas and integrity. 

Ideas will be all important. The problems 
are extremely complex. 
areas within which the Missouri Constitution 
permits them to be solved are studded with 
pitfalls of cant and emotion. It will take real 
intellectual effort to devise solutions that are 
fair, feasible and legal. And then it will take 
an overpowering educational campaign to ac- 
quaint the people with the final plan. The 
experience of the recent Freeholder board in 
St. Louis shows that a determined opposition 
will drag out every weapon, including out- 
right falsehood, to kill the Freeholders’ 
proposal. 

Even so, the job has to be tackled. As the 
Metropolitan Survey made clear, there are 
limits to the capabilities of individual munici- 
palities in metropolitan districts to cope with 
their problems. And in the St. Louis area 
these limits have long since been reached— 
especially in such fields as traffic, transit, 
planning and economic development among 
others. They must be taken on by some 
agency with a broad geographical and govern- 
mental base. The Freeholders’ job is to blue- 
print that agency. 


No Occasion for Medals 

While the entire community is relieved that 
6-year-old Kathy Hampton is back safe with 
her parents, questions are in order as to the 
work of the Police Department in this case. 
The police engaged in intensive activity, but 
how intelligent and purposeful was the ac- 
tivity? 

The abductor turned out to be a 15-year-old 
boy who was one of the first persons talked 
to by the police. He had told a story of seeing 
the little girl with a tall, dark man. 

Surely elemental police work would have 
tested his reliability and veracity at the 
outset. Did the police do all they could have 
done when they first talked to the boy? As 
it turned out nothing the Police Department 
did contributed to the return of Kathy after 
an agonizing 72 hours.

Out of 600 Commitiees 

Secretary of Defense McElroy’s order abol- 
ishing 129 Pentagon .committees is an act of 
courage. How many commanders would order 
a company of committees to march rearward 
and into oblivion? But there are 600 commit- 
tees still at the front, though. they will have 
to justify themselves to remain there. 

Perhaps government-by-committee is falling 
into some pute. Mr. McElroy complains 
that so many committees are not necessary. 


He might have asked why it is that generals 


who insist on a direct chain of command in 
the field so readily duck into committee 
rooms in the Pentagon. It is, though, a nat- 
ural human trait, if somewhat unmilitary. 

Committees sometimes exist to provoke 
study, foment discussion and deter action. 
This can be an important role, like that of 
brakes on an automobile. Without commit- 
tees, government might run too fast in un- 
certain directions. The elementary require- 
ments for brakes, though, is that they be at- 
tached to wheels. We assume that Mr. McEl- 
roy means the Pentagon to have as many 
wheels as brakes. 


A Deal to Offset a Trip 


The announcement of the Suez Canal set- 
tlement just as Nasser’s Russian visit was get- 
ting under way is an indication that the Egyp- 
tian is eager to improve his relations with the 
West, no matter how contradictory some of 
his speeches may be. This was said quite 
frankly in Cairo, and with special satisfaction. 

The negotiations which resulted in the plan 
to pay Suez Canal Co. stockholders roughly 
$81,000,000 in five annual installments were 
started long before Nasser was invited to the 
Soviet Union. The payments are to cover 
company assets nationalized by Egypt almost 
two years ago, and the efforts to agree on 
compensation have been ‘under way almost 
that long. 

The settlement is attributed to the busi- 
ness-like dealings of Egypt’s Abdell Guelil el- 
Emary, George D. Woods of the First Bos- 
ton Corporation and Angus Boyd Iliff of the 
International Bank for Reconstruction and De- 
velopment—with the bank’s Eugene Black 
doing much of the master-minding. The

In May, Not November 


Labor legislation in this session of Con- 
gress appears suspended somewhere between 
the members’ recognition that reform is de- 
sirable and their fear that it is controversial 
in an election year. 

One sound piece of legislation passed the 
Senate last week, but only because it was 
not strictly “labor” legislation, and because 
Democratic Leader Johnson opposed all ef- 
forts by Republican conservatives to amend 
it into a general bill. The measure‘requires 
reporting on all major welfare funds. The 
need for that was demonstrated by the Doug- 
las committee before the McClellan rackets 
investigators went over the same ground. 

But there is a host of labor measures which 
also ought to be passed. Though labor lead- 
ers, like business men and everyone else, ob- 
ject to “government interference,” they are 
beginning to show some inclination to co-op- 
erate with Congress rather than leave the 
field wide open to anti-labor efforts. 

Recently the AFL-CIO gave Senate leaders 
a 10-point © m. It would permit the 
Labor Department to make public the finan- 
cial reports of unions. The reports would be 
checked and falsity or embezzlement could 
be punished. 

Labor’s plan at least goes in the same di- 
rection as the comprehensive labor program 
drafted for President Eisenhower by Secre- 
tary of Labor Mitchell. This would require 
exhaustive reports. It would prohibit secret 
deals between employers and union officers. 
It would redefine secondary boycotts. In 
fairness to labor, it would permit strikers to 
vote along with their replacements on repre- 
sentation issues in a struck plant. 

A good deal of the Administration program 
has been incorporated in a milder bill by Sen- 
ator Kennedy of Massachusetts. This also 
would entail reports, require secret elections 
in some cases, prohibit secret deals and per- 
mit strikers to vote. Ironically, Senator Ken- 
nedy was criticized both by G.O.P. conserv- 
atives and by some labor leaders. 

Yet, as one Senator told reporters, “How 
the hell do they expect us to get up and argue 
that there is something wrong with having 
elections by secret ballot?” Labor also must 
know by now that legislation would be more 
effective than AFL-CIO expulsion in cleaning 
up such unions as the Teamsters. As for the 
Old Guard Republicans, their hope of passing 
anti-labor legislation now is nil and they 
know it. 

The Kennedy proposals offer a reasonable 
alternative to harsh action or to no action at 
all. If the Senate can agree on that point, 
timid House members looking to the Novem- 
ber election will have an incentive to act. 
For the voters will ask why Congressmen were 
so fearful of labor reforms that the whole 
country knows are needed. 


Needed Schools as Public Works 


The one most glaring omission for four 
months of the congressional session has been 
a bill to provide federal assistance in the 
construction of urgently needed public 
schools. After backing such a bill a year 
ago, President Eisenhower ignored the 
problem this year. Democratic leaders of 
Senate and House have not pushed a school 
Republican Representative Freling- 
huysen of New Jersey proposed such a meas- 
ure but received little support. 


Now a House Education subcommittee has 
moved to fill the gap. It has reported favor- 
ably the introduction by Democratic Repre- 
sentative Thompson of New Jersey of the 
Eisenhower Administration’s 1957 bill without 
change. One of its strong supporters, Rep- 
resentative Udall of Arizona, said that the 
sponsors chose the 1957 Eisenhower bill be- 
cause they felt it ought to get “maximum 
support.” 

There are two sound reasons for approval 
of this bill in the House committee and else- 
where in Congress. First, the school facili- 
ties are sorely needed, as the House in effect 
recognized a year ago when it came within 
three votes of passing the Administration’s 
bill.. Second, school construction would pro- 
vide employment that could do much to re- 
verse the economic decline. 

The bill would provide $500,000,000 an- 
nually for three years in grants to states on 
the basis of school population. This is none 
too much to meet the new schoolroom de- 
mands. If the White House will give its re- 
vived bill just a little more support than it 
extended last year, this 1957 measure could 
become law in 1958. 


A Senator With Courage 


The American people will always owe a 
debt of gratitude to Ralph E. Flanders who 
has just announced that he will not seek re- 
election to the Senate from Vermont in No- 
vember. Four years ago, when most Demo- 
crats were saying very little against McCar- 

, thyism and far too many Republicans were 
openly indorsing it, the lantern-jawed, stoop- 
shouldered New Englander took the Senate 
floor to poke fun at the headline hunter from 
Wisconsin. 

But Senator Flanders did more than dip a 
Senate speech in the acid of ridicule. Without 
waiting for President Eisenhower, the party 
leaders in the Senate or anyone else to act, 
he introduced his own formal charge against 
McCarthy of conduct unbefitting a Senator. 
Out of it and related charges came the inves- 
tigation headed by Republican Senator Wat- 
kins of Utah. McCarthy dismissed Senator 
Flanders as “a senile old man” and tagged 
the special session of the Senate “a lynch- 
ing bee.” But in the end the chamber voted 
67 to 22 to condemn him. The courageous 
course of Senator Flanders » was fully 
vindicated. 

A Senator from conservative upper New 
England, Ralph Flanders has been a frequent 
spokesman for progressive causes. When he 

talked at Shaare Emeth Temple in 1954, he

With the 
concluding andante, however, 
Mr. Schatzkamer ¢ame into his 
own, playing with warmth and 
compassion, and revealing a 
marked sensitivity to line and | 
balance. 

A little more than halfway 
through the movement, Schatz- 
kamer stopped playing and an- 
nounced that a note on the 
piano was sticking. A tuner 
(providentially stationed in the 
wings) was summoned, and 
proceeded to dismember the 
instrument, while the soloist, | 
profuse with apologies, in- 
formed the assemblage that as 
soon as repairs had been made 
he would repeat the entire 
sonata. 

Now I bear Schatzkamer no 
ill will whatsoever, and I enter- 
tain not the slightest desire to 
profit at his expense, but I 
must confess that I was de- | 
lighted at the mishap, because 


it enabled me to hear almost 
the entire sonata twice in one 
evening. And it was worth 
hearing twice, for the second 
time around, the opening move- 
ment sounded eminently more 
relaxed and introspective; in 
short, appropriate to Beetho- 
ven’s concept.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 5 
(UP) — Silky Sullivan was 
shipped to Pimlico today to 
redeem himself in the Preak- 


ness Stakes. But the turf world | 


still wanted to know: What 
happened to him in the Ken- 
tucky Derby? 

Calumet Farm’s Tim Tam, 
the Derby winner, also moved 
on to Baltimore for the second 
of the triple crown classics. 
Lincoln Road, Noureddin, 


Jewel's Reward, Martins 
Rullah, Chance It Tony, A 
Dragon Killer, and Ebony 


Pearl also are expected to be 


on hand for the Preakness 
along with Backtone, Nala, 
Board Man, and Grey Monarch, 
who did not run in the Ken- 
tucky Derby. The Preakness 
will be run May 17. 

There was no positive an- 
swer to the Silky Sullivan 
riddle—not from Silky’s trainer 
Reggie Cornell, not from his 
personal veterinarian, Dr. Jook 
Jocoy, not from Jockey Willie 
Shoemaker after the colt fin- 
ished twelfth in the eighty- 
fourth Derby. He beat only a 
horse which never had won a 
race and a 122-1 shot who was 
eased up before he had gone 
a mile. 

Consensus placed the blame 
on the bad condition of the 
race track. None of the Derby 
horses liked the running strip, 
not even Tim Tam, who gave 
famed Calumet Farm its 
seventh victory in America’s 
premier horse race. 

Silky Sullivan, the equine 
rocket who had stirred the na- 
tion with his spectacular fin- 
ishes, never got off the launch- 
ing pad. He showed one brief 
burst of speed and then fizzled 
out. He was 20 lengths behind 
at the finish. 

Not the Track Alone. 

“My horse ran bad and I 
don’t know why,” said Cornell. 
“Why he even let Martins 
Rullah beat him and I know he 
can beat him. It wasn’t the 
muggy day. He was puffing so 
little when he came back he 
couldn’t blow out a match. 
There is no need to beef about 
the track but he didn’t like it.” 

Dr. Jo¢oy, who accompanied 
Silky on the trip from Califor- 
nia, reported the colt was in 
top, condition. 

‘He ate all his dinner. He 
slept well. He’s all right now, 
It seemed to me he was strug- 
gling, trying to gather himself 
together but found the track 
too slippery,” the veterinarian 
said. 

Most of the other trainers 
were unhappy about the kind 
of track over which the horses 
raced and they want to give 
their horses another chance on 
firmer footing before bowing 
out of the battle for the three- 
year-old championship. 

“Greasy” was the word most 
often used to described the 
track. A horse’s foot would 
slip forward several inches 
after it struck the ground. 

Whe Did Like the Track? 

“Tim Tam didn’t like the 
track but he finally took off 
and got going,” said Trainer 
Jimmy Jones, who reported Is- 
mael Valenzuela also would 
ride Tim Tam in the Preak- 
ness. Plans have not been made 
beyond that, Jones said. 

Jones was surprised when 
Jewel's Reward showed a dis- 
like for the track. 

“I thought he would like the 
track. His granddaddy (Jet 
Pilot, 1947 winner) was a su- 
perior mudder and I always 
thought that helped him win 
the Derby,” the trainer said. 

Lincoln Road ran his gamest 
race to be second, Trainer So- 
vinski reported. He said the 
colt would be made a supple- 
mentary nomination for the 
Preakness for $7500. J. H. 
(Slim) Pierce recommended the 
same for Noureddin, the colt 
he trains.

The strawberry, which has 
been annually scoring as Amer- 
ica's best loved berry for more 
than 100 years now, had to 
make the round trip to Europe 
before it made good in its na- 
tive hemisphere.

NEW YORK, May 5 (AP). 
THERE USUALLY ARE only two days In a modern 
office. 

One is payday, when life is wonderful. The other is 
any day on which you aren't paid, and life seems ordi-

ing on your mood. 

Payday is usually 
easy to get through. The 
work goes briskly, be- 
cause one knows that at 
twilight he will have a 
full pocket as he sallies 
forth to pursue his pri- 
vate dream. Tonight free- 
dom—tomorrow the mort- 
gage payment. 

But on every day 
that isn’t payday one 
feels the burden of effort.

Arctic Air Patrol 


NEW YORK, May 5. 

IT IS AN ENCOURAGING THING to find it being 
made more difficult for the Soviets to continue to take 
a negative attitude toward the proposal for a U.N. air 
patrol in the Arctic. Such a plan was advanced a number 
of years ago by Mrs. Elvira Fradkin in her first book on 
the U.N. air patrol, and it is interesting to find the same 
idea now coming up, even though in a limited way in 
this Arctic area. 

If the plan could be accepted, it might be the begin- 
ning of real progress in disarmament. The Secretary 
General's plea to the Soviets to consider this, as well as 
Secretary Dulles’s apparent willingness to cut flights and 
allay some of the Soviet’s apparent fears, must mean that 
our Strategic Air Command believes that a U.N. patrol 
might be efficacious. One expects the first reaction from 
Moscow by Khrushchev and Gromyko to be a negative one, 
but perhaps we can hope for second thoughts and a more 
acquiescent attitude on the part of the Soviet representa- 
tive in the Security Council. 


The problem of the most effective psychology 
te be used in prison institutions was highlighted 
by the recent riot of some inmates in New York's 

Women’s House of Detention, A high departmental 

officer, testifying against his chief, Correction 
Commissioner Anna Kross, made the revealing 
remark: Mrs. Kross is more sympathetic to inmates 
than to her officers, and the high brass of the 
department is angry at this. He also added that 
officers in the House of Detention were “burning 
mad” because Mrs. Kross had not punished the 
inmates who started the disturbance which ulti- 
mately involved 40 women. 


It seems to me that Mrs. Kross has a right to expect 
her officers, above everything else, to be concerned about 
the prisoners in her care. Brutality does not help rehabilita- 
tion. It is true that the House of Detention, which was 
designed merely to house prisoners temporarily until 
sentence is passed, has been forced to serve as an actual 
prison. 


AT THE SAME TIME, | do not think that Mrs. Kross 
is unaware of the fact that the officers are dealing with 
extremely difficult people—bad_ people, emotionally dis- 
turbed people, people of low intelligence, as well as some 
of high intelligence who have unfortunately allowed them- 
selves to sink into bad ways. No one is always wise, and 
it is quite possible that some of Mrs. Kross’s ways of 
the inmates and her staff are not always 


seeing that whatever can be done Yor rehabilitation 
is put into effect. We cannot want our prison institutions 
to be simply places of incarceration from which pepple 
go out hating society and their fellow human beings more 
than they did before they went in.

CONFLICTING STATE- 
MENTS about the Lucky Dra- 
gon, its crew and the edibility 
of fish produced such confusion 
that Japan’s Foreign Minister 
Katsuo Okazaki told the Diet: 

“Some say eating fish is dan- 
gerous. Others contend it is 
harmless. Some say 10 per cent 
of the victims will die. Others 
insist the injuries are slight. 
Such conflicting statements 
only serve to cause anxiety.” 

The Japanese Foreign Minis- 
ter said these words in a rather 
plaintive tone of voice, as 
though resigned to the fact that 
the Lucky Dragon incident 
would continue to be clouded 
with confusion, no matter what 
he said. As Lindesay Parrott, 
the correspondent in Japan for 
the New York Times, summed 
it up: “The case of the Bikini 
fishermen has become Japan's 
newest political football.” 

It was unfortunate that the 
accident at Bikini involved the 
two big A’s—Atomic and Amer- 
ican—which evoke strong sen- 
timent in conquered and occu- 
pied Japan. Leftist elements in 
political circles and in the pop- 
ular press raised a great outcry 
about the radioactive fish and 
the injured fishermen. Com- 
munist-dominated labor unions 
painted a very black picture of 
bomb testing, claiming that it 
would “doom the Japanese na- 
tion to ruin.” Japanese officials, 
on the other hand, treated the 
incident with considerable re- 
straint. 

News of the Bikini accident 
as it involved the Yaizu fisher- 
men was played up on the front 
pages of American newspapers 
on March.17. Something of 
the strangeness of the accident 
was revealed in the New York 
Times account, which detailed 
a “radioactive count of 7.5 mil- 
limeters.” The millimeter is 
a unit of length and has noth- 
ing to do with radioactivity. 
The New York Times page 1 
story captioned “Japan Gets 
Radioactive Fish,” contrasted 
with another atomic story in 
the same issue. “Atomic Se- 
crecy Deemed Overdone” was 
the headline of a story in which 
Dr. James G. Beckerley, di- 
rector of the Atomic Energy 
Commission's Office of Classifi- 
cation, declared: “Atom bombs 
and hydrogen bombs are not 
matters that can be stolen and 
transmitted in the form of in- 
formation,” emphasizing the 
relative unimportance of spy- 
ing in nuclear science. “The 
Swiss watchmaker,” Dr. Beck- 
erley explained, “does not ex- 
port all his secrets when he 
exports a watch.” This is im- 
portant to bear in mind when 
considering the security pre- 
cautions attending the Bikini 
test on March 1, 1954. 

The question of radioactive 
tuna fish was given little sub- 
sequent space in the Ameri- 
can press. With regard to the 
injuries of the Yaizu fisher- 
men, the newspapers in the 
United States treated the issue 
sporadically, giving attention 
to comments from American 
politicians. In general the re- 
porting of the incident in news- 
papers in the United States 
did not lead the reader to con- 
clude that it was actually in 
the nature of a second Hiro- 
shima for the Japanese people. 

President Eisenhower  be- 
came involved i 
on March 24, 1954, during one 
of his weekly press confer- 
ences. He was asked:

This was the President's re- 
ply. as it appeared in the press 
the third person:

knew nothing of the details 
of this case. It was one of 
the things that Adm. Strauss 
was looking up, but it had 
been reported to him that 
reports were far more seri- 
ous than actual results jus- 
tified. 


After the President’s press 
conference the Atomic Energy 
Commission released a state- 
ment which said in part: 

“The opinion of the Atomic 
Energy Commission scientific 
staff, based on long-term stud- 
ies of fish in the presence of 
radioactivity, is that there is 
negligible hazard, if any, in 
the consumption of fish caught 
in the Pacific ocean. outside 
the immediate test area subse- 
quent to tests. There is some 
hazard from the consumption 
of fish caught in the immedi- 
ate test area a short time sub- 
sequent to tests. The extent 
of this latter type hazard can 
be determined and guarded 
against by monitoring radioac- 
tivity in fish caught from the 
affected areas during the pe- 
riod of the tests and a short 
time thereafter. The United 
States Government is estab- 
lishing such monitoring of Pa- 
cific ports; we understand the 
Japanese government is doing 
the same. To gather further 
scientific knowledge on the 
subject, the United States Gov- 
ernment is making scientific 
analysis of any data gathered 
by its own Pacific port checks 
and will assist the Japanese 
government and universities in 
similarly analyzing the data re- 
sulting from Japanese port 
monitoring.” 


Ambassador John Moore Al- 
lison also issued a statement 
similar to the AEC release in- 
cluding mention of co-operation 
with Japanese scientists. It 
evoked angry comment from 
several leading Japanese scien- 
tists. Prof. Yasuhi Nishiwaki

made a radio broadcast in 
which he stated: “I don't know 
which Japanese scientists co- 
operated in making Allison's 
statement, but the radioactivity 
we have detected was certainly 
not negligible.” In a Tokyo 
broadcast Professor Mituo 
Taketani of St. Paul University 
snapped: “Let's send the highly 
contaminated fish to Mr. Alli- 
son and have him eat it.” 


The official AEC reassurance 
that fish could be eaten safely 
did not stem the rising tide 
of fish condemnations in Japan 
nor did it restore confidence 
among buyers in the fish mar- 
kets of Japan. Prices sagged as 
housewives steered clear of fish 
markets. Perhaps the scare over 
the fish would have subsided 
had it not been for the arrival 
in Japanese ports of additional 
fishing boats loaded with radio- 
active fish. 


Japanese officials had issued 
a temporary “danger level’’ 
which in reality was a “worry 
level” corresponding to 100 
counts per minute for a Geiger 
counter held four inches away 
from the fish suspected to be 
contaminated. So far as the 
Japanese people were con- 
cerned the numerical value of 


they looked at 
the situation in an all-or-none 
light. Either the fish was radio- 


~ 


active (and therefore dangerous 
to health) or it was non-radio- 
active and safe to eat. The 
niceties of “counts per minute” 
were lost upon masses of peo- 
ple frightened by Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. 


Would the situation have 
been any different in the 
United States if, say, word 
got out that beefsteak was 
contaminated with radioac- 
tive material? How would 
the American housewife have 
reacted at the meat counter 
in a supermarket if she 
picked up a sirloin steak, 
neatly packaged in cello- 
phane, bearing the label ‘‘Ra- 
dioactivity: 95 counts per 
minute: Safe.” Or even 
worse, what would the har- 
ried women do if the butch- 
er had a Geiger counter on 
hand and demonstrated the 
count on the spot? But even 
more to the point, what level 
of radioactivity would the 
United States Government 
fix as the safe limit? Would 
it go along with the Atomic 
Energy Commission judg- 
ments that 100 counts per 
minute was too low and fix 
the level at 1000? American 
housewives would probably 
react very much like their 
Japanese counterparts, and 
American officials would also 
tend to follow in the foot- 
steps of Japanese bureau- 
crats. 


In fact, there is convincing 
proof that the two countries 
react in very much the same 
way. Shortly after the c.n- 
tamination of fish became 
news, Japanese exporters of 
tuna fish received requests 
from American dealers to sus- 
pend shipments of frozen and 
canned tuna. All shipments 
were requested to bear inspec- 
tion certificates from the Wel- 
fare Ministry. What radioac- 
tivity did American importers 
agree to accept? They laid 
down more rigid restrictions of 
a rather technical nature, call- 
ing for the fish to be examined 


closer than four inches and 
for detailed inspection around 
the gills. Apparently fearful 


that Americans might boycott 
canned tuna and let it sit on 
market shelves, the importers 
did not want even 100 counts 
per minute. This distressed 
Japanese tuna men, who felt 
that Americans were setting up 
a double standard. On the one 
hand Americans were asserting 
there was no danger and were 
strongly implying that the Jap- 
anese were unrealistic about 
radioactivity in fish. On the 
other hand, Americans were 
rejecting even slightly contam- 
inated tuna bound for United 
States consumption. 


In this connection, the West | 


Coast tuna canneries, most of 
which are concentrated in Cali- 
fornia, were “alerted to be on 
the lookout for contaminated 
tuna. Records of the Food and 
Drug Administration show that 
two radioactive fish were 
picked up at one cannery. No 
details other than that the 
“radioactivity was _  insignifi- 
cant” are available, but, it is 
known that a secret meeting 
took place between representa- 
tives of the tuna industry, the 
Food and Drug Administration, 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
and the State Department. An 
acceptable level of radioactivity 
was agreed upon at this meet- 
ing but the level was classified 
as “confidential” and not re- 
leased to the public. This de- 
gree of secrecy is an interest- 
ing commentary upon how Gov- 
ernment officials viewed public 
reaction to a tuna scare in the 
United States. 

Additional tuna boats arriv- 
ing almost daily at Japanese 
ports were found to be con- 
taminated with traces of radio- 
activity, as was their catch of 
fat tuna. News of these ships 
and their contaminated fish re- 
ceived rather sensational treat- 
ment in the Japanese press. 
Fuel was added to the flicker- 
ing flames of controversy and 
frightened housewives reacted 
to the resulting blaze of pub- 
licity. 


WORD FINALLY CAME from 
Dr. Kenjiro Kimura's labora- 
tory that some of the radio- 
active elements in the Bikini 
ash been analyzed. Ele- 
ments like tellurium, niobium, 
and lanthanum were strange

and unknown, but one word 
struck home. It was strontium- 
90. The deadliest of all radio- 
active substances had been 
identified in the pinch of dust 
from the decks of the Lucky 
Dragon! A collective shudder 
ran through millions of Japa- 
nese, Some scientists were 
quick to point out that stron- 
tium-90, a chemical cousin to 
calcium, gave off no penetra- 
ting radiation. A fish could 
have a deadly amount of this 
radioactive substance in _ its 
body and yet it could not be 
detected outside. Moreover, this 
strontium-90 which sought out 
the bone and deposited there 
would “live” for a long time 
inside humans since it had a 
half life of 28 yvears—meaning 
that half of its radioactivity 
would still remain after 28 
years had passed. These were 
the grim facts which convinced 
many Japanese that United 
States bomb tests in the Pacific 
imperiled their lives. 

Against this background of 
mounting anxiety, the Japanese 
government issued a statement 
to the U.S. Ambassador, out- 
lining the results of its prelimi- 
nary investigation of the Lucky 
Dragon accident. With regard 
to the matter of warning, the 
Japanese document states that 
there was no evidence the Fu- 
kuryu Maru received warnings, 
by radio message or other 
means, while in the area be- 
fore the accident occurred. 

This official document was 
obviously a first step in nego- 
tiations for compensation of 
the Lucky Dragon fishermen. 

While negotiations for com- 
pensation were under way, 
Congressmen returned from 
viewing another H-bomb §test 
in the Pacific and the news 
broke that this test had oc- 
curred on March 26. More 
tests were in the offing. 

Leftist elements in Japan 
eagerly championed “an end 
to tests” while condemning the 
United States as compromising 
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H-BOMB TESTS IN THE PACIFIC, 


the traditional freedom of the 
high seas. 

As this storm of controversy 
was brewing across the Pacific, 
Adm, Lewis L. Strauss, Chair- 
man of the Atomic Energy 
Commission and the Presiden- 
tial personal adviser on atomic 
matters, flew back from ob- 
serving the March 26 test at 
the Eniwetok Proving Grounds. 
On March 31 Adm. Strauss re- 
leased a lengthy statement on 
the bomb tests. With respect 
to the Lucky Dragon accident, 
the following excerpts are per- 
tinent: 

“Warning Area: . there 
are many instances where ac- 
cidents or near accidents have 
resulted from inadvertent tres- 
Pass in such warning areas 
The very size of them makes 
it impossible to fence or police 
them. 

“The Lucky Dragon: Japa- 
nese trawler appears to have 
been missed by the search but, 
based on a statement attributed 
to her skipper, to the effect 
that he saw the flash of the 
explosion and heard the con- 
cussion six minutes later, it 
must have been well within the 
danger area. 

‘*The Japanese Fishermen: 
The situation with respect to 
the 23 Japanese fishermen is 
less certain due to the fact that 
our people have not yet been 
permitted by the Japanese 
authorities to make a proper 
clinical examination, It is in- 
teresting to note, however, that 
reports which have recently 
come through to us indicate 
that the blood count of these 
men is comparable to that of 
our weather station personnel 
Skin lesions observed are 
thought to be due to the chem- 
ical activity of the converted 
material in the coral rather 
than to radioactivity, since 
these lesions are said to be 
already healing. 

“Contaminated Fish: With 
respect to the stories concern- 
ing widespread contamination 
of tuna and other fish as a re- 
sult of the tests, the facts do 
not confirm them. The only 
contaminated fish discovered 
were those in the open hold of 
the Japanese trawler.” 

Conceivably, one might ex- 


plain the AEC Chairman's re- 
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marks as based on insufficient 
data or misunderstanding of 
technical information. However, 
the commissioner never backed 
down from his original stand. 


Nothing was said in the 
March 31 press conference 
about any warning given to 
boats in the vicinity of Bi- 
kini immediately prior to 
March 1. So far as can be 
determined no such warning 
was ever broadcast. This was 
in line with strict security 
regulations which ruled out 
announcing in advance of the 
test. Yet what was gained 
by such a clamlike policy? 

As Dr. Beckerley stated so 
aptly, secrecy was overdone. 
All news stories pointed to the 
time of the first tests as weeks 
later than March 1. The Bikini 
Atoll had not been used for 
tests for many years and. no 
word came, by radio or other 
means, of an impending test at 
that site. No word came in ad- 
vance of the March 26 test, 
even after the tragic events 
which followed the March 1 
blast. 

Much of the controversy could 
have been avoided had the 
United States Government 
adopted a straightforward ap- 
proach to the problem. How- 
ever, personalities in US. 
atomic circles, the dictates of 
atomic secrecy, the desire to 
avoid legal responsibility for 
the accident and a lack of un- 
derstanding of the Oriental 
mind all played a part in con- 
fusing a rather involved situ- 
ation. While the rift between 
the United States and Japan 
widened, the eyes’of the Japa- 
nese focused upon the two hos- 
pitals in Tokyo to which the 
radiation-affected fishermen 
had been transferred for the 


best medical treatment.
